—— ESL instructor target at protest——

Is English as a Second Language instructor Ms. 
Ginny A. Wright the cause or victim of a protest 
by more than 100 Chicano and Mexican students 
at Hartnell? ‘ : 

That question remains unresolved more than 
two weeks after a May 18 meeting which brought 
more than 100 students--many who have never 
been in her classes to-confront the adminis- 


tration with complaints about Ms. Wright, who. 


_ will be evaluated for tenure next year. 

As of the Sentinel deadline, the confrontation 
was stalemated with administrators refusing to 
discuss the issue, protesting students unable to 
agree on further action, many supporting students 
afraid to attend class and Ms. Wright declining to 
comment. 

The problem, which College President Gibb R. 


Madsen asked to Sentinel-to ‘‘play down’’, was 
brought to public attention with a one and a half 
hour meeting May 18. 

Facing the students-were President Madsen 
and Dean of Instruction N. Arthur Rasmuson. Also 
attending were Dr. Earl Seymour, chairman of the 
language arts department; English instructors 
Mike Lomax and Mrs. Fran Mooney, members of 


her evaluation committee (which gave her a - 


favorable rating this year); and minorities’ 
counselor Jose Martinez. 

_ In addition two petitions--one against and one 
for Ms. Wright--had been submitted to President 
Madsen previously. 

Madsen, however, refused to elaborate, 
except to say that the petitions had approximately 
the same number of signatures and that the 
second said in effect, ‘We need Ms. Wright.’’ 

Although the meeting began with Madsen 
pleading with students to restrict the meeting ‘‘to 
structure, not people,’’ the students insisted on 
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Aid recipients ask for more help, director. 


Some financial aid students at Hartnell- are 
displeased with some things and ill informed 
about those same things. 

That was the main revelation of a gripe and 
information session on financial aids and the 
Educational Opportunity Program (EOP) which 
drew almost 50 students, mostly members of 
MECHA, May 25. 

Miguel Gutierrez, one of the organizers and 
leaders of the ‘meeting, stated that, ‘‘Not enough 
is being done for the EOP student in the line of 
special counseling, tutoring and student input into 
the program.”’ 

The cause of the problem, Gutierrez said, is that 
Financial Aids Director Jose Madrigal has at least 
two full time jobs -- financial aids and EOP. 

Madrigal doubted that perfect attention ex- 
pressed by Gutierrez is possible, even with 
separate directors. 

This conflict tied into other areas of discussion: 
(1) continuing or discontinuing use of monthly 
attendance cards, (2) emphasis on financial aid

On attendance cards. Gutierrez thought that 
cards ‘‘lacked...the personal touch,’’ and that 
some program of student evaluation of fellow 
students. should be developed. Madrigal 
dismissed that, saying the only practical alter- 
native was to base financial aid for the new 


‘semester on successful grades for the previous 


semester. : 

Students at the meeting rejected that. Earlier in 
the year, an ‘evaluation from Madrigal’s office 
resulted in a ‘‘keep the cards’’ response from 
most students. 

EOP at Hartnell is ‘‘not living up to its 
potential,’’ said Gutierrez. _ The reason, he 
explained, is that both jobs fall on Madrigal. ‘‘It’s 
hard enough -to deal with one job. Doing two jobs 
leaves time for an effective job on neither. ’’

airing their gripes concerning Ms: Wright. 

Ms. Wright did not attend. 

Ms. Wright, in her first year at Hartnell, has 
already been given a contract for next year. 

Madsen defined the administration’s view of 
the problem as being the wide range of abilities of 
students in Ms. Wright’s classes. ‘‘They range 
from the capable,’’ he said, ‘‘to those having 
heavy diffculties.’’ 

The solution offered by the administration was 
the addition of two ESL English classes--253 and 
101 -- as well as the possibility of a second ESL 
teacher. 

“‘Not that this-is the end of the problem,’’ said 
Dean of Instruction Rasmuson, ‘‘not that this is 
the solution.’’ 

As defined by student Carlos Ruiz, one of the 
students who had initiated the meeting and a 
student of Wright’s, ‘She isn’t the right teacher 
for us.’’ According to Ruiz, she had them buy too 
many books, which were not used. He also criti- 
cized her method of administering tests by putting 
the students in three separate rows. 

““We are mature students and adults,’’ said 
Ruiz. ‘We know if we copy it’s not going to help 
us at all.”’ 5 

Summing it up, ‘‘She doesn’t want to help us, 
and we can see it,’” said Tony Amezuca from the 
audience. 

Speaking in defense of Ms. Wright, Madsen 
said, ‘‘She has been very successtul comparison 
to the last two: years. Evidence of this is that 
you’ re here.”’ 

Madsen was referring to the fact that in prior 
years enrollment in the ESL program was low. 

After this year, though, said Madsen, ‘‘We’re 
looking at the real possibility of a second ESL 


teacher.’’ 


The meeting ended with Madsen saying he had 
another meeting to attend and had to leave, 
promising the students he would try to arrange a 
meeting for the students with Ms. Wright. 

It was a meeting that never materalized, as Ms. 
Wright said she would meet with the students on 
aone to one basis, but not face a group. 

Madsen did attend classes in the hope that 
some workable solution could be made there, but 
some students felt was distracting. 

Ruiz noted as of May 24 that there had been 
some progress in his class but that, ‘! was talking 
to a girl from another class, and she said things 
had not improved. | can’t speak for what's 
happening in other classes.” :

Speaking before Hartnell audience 


Julian Bond calls for 


Georgia State Senator Julian Bond 
called for a new version of politics 
which he said could not be labeled by 
any of the old terms. ‘‘It must.be a 
citizen’s democracy, insurgent, but 
with its focus aimed seriously at 
power.”’ 

Bond spoke to about 200 people in 
the Performing Arts theater, May 
21. It was the final Hartnell Presents 
lecture of the school year. 

The 36-year-old Bond said some of 
the basic themes of this new 
movement in the area of foreign 
policy would be: p 

--An end to intelligence agency 
subversion and assassination plots. 

--A one third cut in the defense 
budget. 

---An end to open checkbooks for 
totalitarian regimes. 

--A new Marshall plan to 
eliminate world hunger. 
--Moves to eliminate minority 
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control and apartheid policies in 
Africa. 

Bond said new national policies 
would include: : 

--An attack on income and wealth 
distribution disparity; 


--Elimination of poverty through a - 


program of real full employment and 
negative income tax for the poor; 

--‘‘Free adequate health care for 
all’’ financed through the treasury; 

--Effective control of monopolies. 

Bond ‘said the United States 
economy is rapidly changing from.an 
industrial to a service economy and 
claimed ‘‘service —availability and 
informational availability will rather 
quickly become the currency of the 
future.’” 

‘We are assured at the same time 
to go to. a series of both violent and 
non-violent wars of redistribution, 
much like the current crisis over who 
can charge how much for oil.”

Madrigal agreed, though he predicted no 
change in the situation. ‘‘As it is, financial 
aids is 70 to 80 per cent of my time,’’ he said. 
‘1 sincerely believe that there should be 
more emphasis givé to EOP.’’ 

On lack of understanding the rules, 
Gutierrez said, ‘‘A lot of things are going on 
that students are,not aware of. We need 
better orientation and follow-up.’’ 

Madrigal’s response was that each student 
signs a form saying that he understood all of 
the rules, and this form includes the rules 
which students complained about. 

Gutierrez, who plans to transfer next year,

Larry Smith, now in his fourth year of the 
carpentry apprentice program under Arnold 
Voogd, is the first Hartnell carpenter to go 
beyond regional (Monterey and Santa Cruz 
Counties) competition since the mid-1960’s. 

_He won $100 competing against appren- 
tices from 46 counties last month, and he 
won $75 the month before. A win at State 
level would send him to national competition 
in Philadelphia this summer. 

At each level, he lost to the same person 
because of a lower score on a three hour 
written test. Since his second loss, Larry has 
prepared himself for a higher score on the 
tougher State written exam. 

Other parts of the competition include a 
shorter level, transit test and an all-day 
manipulative test.

In danger a year ago of going 
under, the Hartnell agriculture de- 
partment has come full circle with a 
harvest that promises to be a bumper 
crop for both students and agricul- 
ture. : 

Typical of the agricultural busi- 
ness, both the students and faculty 
have put in long hours of hard work 
in the fields to see this program 
work, ‘I am really getting a lot out of 
the program this year,’’ says Manuel 
Zumaran. ‘‘We have put in a lot of 
time working nights and weekends 
but it is all worth it.’’ 

Reiterating the same sentiments, 
N. Arthur Rasmuson, dean of 
instruction, says, ‘‘Things are look- 
ing up, but we won’t know just how

* Hiring a crops instructor and an 
agricultural mechanics instructor. 

-Allocating more money for the 
agricultural program. 
‘Providing more administrative 
support for the program. 

Utilizing the recommendations of 
the committee, two instructors were 
hired on a temporary basis at the

beginning of this semester. John 
Karnofel, a 30-year-old agricultural 
mechanics instructor, was hired from 
Hanford High School. Jeff Tassey 
25, former agricultural chairman at 
Chowchilla High School, teaches row 
crop courses. 

In hiring the two new instructors, 
the administration lightened the 
teaching load. of another instructor, 
Lloyd Casey, whose load was re- 
duced to about 60 per cent classes. 
He has spent the rest of his time 
working on the cooperative educa- 
tion program for agriculture. Next 
year he is tentatively scheduled to 
work on the agriculture cooperative 
education and work experience pro- 
grams full time. 

Other changes in the agricultural 
program include: 

--An organized shop area. ‘‘There 
was just no organization’’ when he 
started, Karnofel said, adding, ‘‘It 
was a total disaster area.’’ 

--The college has increased agri- 
culture’s budget by 36 per cent over 
last year. A tractor and extra salaries 
used part of it. 

--Rasmuson acknowledged that 
one semester is not enough time to 
ascertain if enrollment has _ in- 
creased. However, enrollment. ap- 
pears to be increasing in some 
classes. Diesel mechanics began this 
semester with one student taking the 
class and wound up with’ eight. 
According to the instructor, John 
Karnofel, nine students have enroll- 
ed for the fall. 

--Both Tassey and Karnofel claim 
the community is backing the 
program. ‘‘These guys in town are 
willing to bend over backwards,”’ 
Karnofel said. 

“The college has~now. made a 
commitment,’” says Dr. Gibb Mad- 
sen, college president.’’ He cited 
new equipment, the repairing of East 
Campus and.the new.construction as 
proof of the commitment. 

With this type of attitude from the 
college faculty and students, the 
Hartnell agricultural program is sure 
to reap the benefits for many years to 
come. As one student expressed it, 
“it’s not just the crops that are 
flourishing...there’s a lot of pride out 
here.”’

Grim comes to Salinas after serving as an 
assistant coach at Cerritos Community College in 
Norwalk for the past six years. He was seleeted 
from 38 applicants for the combination head 
coach-health education instructor position. 


The head coaching spot opened up when Ken- 


Uselton announced his resignation after. one 
season at the Hartnell helm. Uselton, who guided 
the Panthers to the Coast Conference champion- 
ship, has accepted the head coaching position at 
San Bernardino Valley Community College. 

Regarding any pressure on himself to repeat as 
the league champions next year, Grim says, 
‘Pressure is pressure, coaches always feel the 
pressure.”’ 

The 34-year-old father of two sons says he is 
“going to recruit from the community with a lot of 
enthusiasm.’’ 

Grim says that he looks towards team goals more 
than individual ones. ‘‘We’ll work with each other 


by thinking, sharing, winning.’’ 

The new mentor says he hopes to work with the 
offensive backfield. ‘‘We’ll take advantage of our 
players’ strengths. If we have a quarterback that 
can handle the game plan, for example, then he’ll 
call the plays. : 

‘The same is true with the defense,’’ he.added. 

This. summer Grim. will teach a weightlifting 
class as well as One on football strategy. In the fall 
he will handle classes in health education and first 
aid.
